Meteors and Their Origin, 

Please give me ‘the truth about falling meteors 
and meteoric stones, What are they,and where do 
they come from? 

Meteoric stones are substances foreign tothe 
earth, with surfaces thinly caked by excessive 
heat, which appears to have acted so quickly as 
not to penetrate the body of the stone. They are 
liable to fall at any time, but the greatest 
showers comes every *°3 years, a8 1799, 1833, 1866, 
and willbe due in 1899, The largest meteoric 
Stone ever dropped to the earth weighs 14,000 
pounds, and fell in Brazil. Usually they range 
from almost impalpable dust to fifteen pounds. 
At night they fall blazing—in the day from a small 
dark cloud. It was believed that they were spont- 
ed from our volcanoes years ago, held in the 
atmosphere and finally returned; or that they 
existed as vapor, suddenly condensed and heated 
in their rapid descent. These theories were 
broken. It was then thought that they came from 
volcanoes in the moon, but the moon’s yolcanoes 
are known tobe inactive.

What Society Ladies Used to Wear Nearly a 
Century Ago. 
From the Ingleside. 

In a very recent book, Mrs. Alfred Hunt, called 
“Our Gran dmother’s Gowns," it is demonstrated 
that we are infinitely less vain and far more sen- 
sible than our grandmothers. 

It seems that in 1807 the ladies in society never 
wore any foot coverings, save semi-transparent 
stockings, and low kid slippers. This was in sen- 
ible, hearty, robust Logdon. 

At that date these slippers were only made in 
Paris, and women would make any sacrifice for 
men who would consent to smuggle slippers for 
them, gauging theiraffection exactly according to 
the number of pairs smuggled. 

hus, if you wished to spread a scandalous re- 
port about a pair, you had only to say that hehad 
gone repeatedly to Paris for the express purpose 
of smuggling her eee. 

In 1807, it was nothing unusual to see a mother 
and child, both in thin, low-necked dresses, walk- 
ing in the park in bitter winter weather. Im the 
engrayings of that date such scenes are very com- 
mon. 

In December, 1812, there was a passion for cling- 
ing transparent muslin dresses, and nothing else 
was worn. Flannels were considered an unhegrd 
of vulgarity. 

The women used, habitually, to appear with 
bare necks and arms, and used to wear no petti- 
coats, or only asingle one dampened so that it 
would cling and show the form, 

Coupled with this rage for transparent and 
clingivg matcrials,the women went eut in the 
colaest weather without other protection than a 
light scarf or shawl dropping loosely from the 
shoulders. : 

Atthe time women seemed abie to do those 
things with impunity; but a generation or two of 
more or less sickly and consumptive children was 
the result. 

It may take us half a century yet to entirely re- 
pair the damage done by the frivolous yanity of 
our venerated grandmothers. 

Itis well that we wear woolens and practice 
athletic sports, and it is smal! comfort to any of 
us, when suffering from neuralgia, for instance,to 
refiect with every twinge: ‘‘I owe this tothe fatal 
idiocy of that charming belle, my great-great 
grandmother.”’

He said the English whre so completely taken 
by surprise when the Savannah approached Liver- 
pool emitting a dense volume of black smoke from 
her chimneys, they rang the fire bells and dis- 
patched a number of vessels, armed with fire ex- 
tinguishing apparatus, to ‘‘the assistance” of the 
supposed burning ship. But when the gallant 
Captain Rogers flew through them, and his crew 
gave them a hearty cheer, their eyes turned to full 
moons. 

Of course the English accepted the Savannah as 
an accomplished revolution, and in the next few 
months had the keels of a dozen steamers laid. 
Not only her mercantile marine, but her great 
naval heroes visited the American craft, and at 
once began applying steam to men-of-war. 

This was the first revolution in the Brit- 
ish navy suggested by southern genius. The sec- 
ond was inaugurated by southern men converting 
the Merrimec into an iron-clad and whipping 
a fieet of federal wooden men-of-war in Hamp- 
ton Roads in 1862. The English laid the keels of 
iorty five iron-clads inside of one month after 
that fight. 

The third revolution born in southern brein 
was the torpedo boat put into Charleston 
harbor, manned by four orfive men, and which 
routed the entire blockading squadron, badly in- 
juring the largestship and herself, and searing 
the balance so badly they were not seen for a 
week after. 

That little thirty-foot boat is now the Davids of 
he navies and coast engineers of the earth, while 
he once invincible ironclad Goliaths of the ocean 
are conscious they are perfectly helpless in their 
presence and no match for them in action.

We sincerely believe thatthe week-night 
services, so generally neglected, are the only 
safe “cities of refuge” tor multitudes.

Early on the first day of the week the an- 
gels came down, rolled the stone from the 
Sepulchre, funbound the shrouded God 
and he walked forth king of heaven, earth and 
hel]. Good women, who had brought spices, 
spread the news of the resurrection. The dis- 
ciples convened for conference and prayer. 
Jesus suddenly stood in their midst saying: 
“Peace be unto you.” Sweeterthan sunshine 
and song of birds after winter storm. His 
presence and voice made their hearts glow 
with divine joy. 

But this is not all. He breathed upon them 
and said, “Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” 0, 
what wonderful reformation flames up in the 
hearts of these erst despondent ones. 0, what 
a tidal flood of care sweeps them out into the 
ocean of hallelujahs and hosannas. But, alas! 
“Thomas, called Didymus, was not with them 
when Jesus came.” He is trying to get back 
to Gallilee, we suppose, to die of heartache 
and despair. Look on this picture, then on 
that, The one pi exalted to heaven and 
receiving royal commission to convert the 
world. The other without business or friends, 
driven by gales of despair Do 
youask why this great difference? We an- 
swer: only one prayer and experience meeting. 
This one since had digged a gulf as deep 
as hell and erected a wall as high as 
heaven between the other disciples and 
Thomas. og ih pve a type of multi- 
tudes—indeed, from being the only absentee, 
his fellows have increased, till to attend the 
social meetings of the church in most churches 
is the exception—to stay away, the rule, We 
learn again where to find the— 

ill. Door of comfort for wandering sheep. 
Eight days from the first another social meet- 
ing was called. Poor Thomas haply — in- 
side. He sits alone and partly conceals his 
face. The meeting progresses, and again the 
Savior stcod in their midst. Whom does He 
address? Peter or John? Nay, but Thomas. 
“Reach hither thy finger and behold my 
hands, and reach hither thy hand and thrust 
it into my side; be not faithless but believ- 
ing.”” Soour Lord would say to every dis- 
couraged one, if you will but come. We learn 
again from text, 3, necessity of personal ef- 
fort to persuade the congregation to these 
week-night services. In the state of Thomas’s 
mind, he would have gone =—— on an urgent 
personal appeal, we apprehend. Peter, Mark 
and John and others doubtless persuaded till 
be yielded. So we are “our brother’s keeper.”’ 
Bear ye one another’s burdens and so fulfill 
the law of Christ. Let every member then 
become a committee of one to provoke some 
one else to come and meet our Savior. Finally, 
we would sum up the argument in few words. 

1. Ifthe social meetings are the thermome- 

ters of churches and the best “furnaces for 
warming our hearts,” is it not the duty of 
every member to come? 
2. Sunday service somewhat formal and 
requires little sacrifice toattend. Business all 
closed and we naturally go to church. Week 
night service comes to usin our business, finds 
us in our every day thoughts and takes part— 
practical part in our life. ; 

3. Many sick in our congregation owe 
their lives and health to prayers of these 
meetings. 

4, Multitudes who have been saved through 
these instrumentalities past numbering, and 
if the entire congregation will resolve to attend 
hundreds in our city will soon feel their power 
and be blessed. : 

To those who use these means of. grace sin- 
cerely, I believe we might write “saved” 
upon their foreheads. Those who could and 
fail we might truthfully write “danger” if not 
‘lost.’

At “the Church of the Redeemer” Dr. Eddy 
preached a masterly discourse upon “Christ 
the Lite,” basing his discourse upon the words 
recorded in 1 John, 5; 11,12; “And the wit- 
ness is this, that God gave unto us eterna! life, 
and that this life is in His Son.

This is what some call a loaded text. Every 
word is full of meaning. In fact, the whole 

ospel is here crowded into two short verses. 

hink of it: The Giver—God; the gift—eter- 
nal life. How is the gift conveyed to us? 
“In His son.” How may we get possession of 
it? ‘Tie that hath the Son hath the life. 
Why do some to whom it is offered fail to get 
it? ‘He that hath not the Sen hath not life. 

Giving is the character of God, There is 
not a sublimer passage even in the Bible than 
these words of Jesus: God is love! and the 
inmost nature of love is its tendency to pour 
forth its fullness upon its objects. 


Himself wholly to God the Son; from eternity 
God the Father and God the Son communi- 
cated their perfectness and blessedness to God 
the Holy ‘Spirit. He broke forth from the 


- silence and solitude of His eternity and made 


the worlds, and vivified and peopled them 
with creatures. Space was a black desert: 
God filled it with luminous orbs: and that His 
wisdom and love might be satisfied to the 
utmost, He created resplendent galaxies oi in-

its holiday robes and dances in the presence 
and under the breath of the boundless, vivify- 
ing torce that flows through ail things, we gaze 
awe-struck on the mighty miracle. We wonder 
end worship. How mysterious 1s human life 
in its beginning. It is no false sentiment 
which causes the mother to look down so ten- 
derly on the infant lying on her bosom, to gaze 
so wistfully and wonderingiy into the uncon- 
scious eyes. That mother is pondering the 
mystery of a dawning immortality. 

The words “everlasting life’ have been 
emptied of more than half their meaning by 
so-called theologians, under color of ortho- 
doxy. They stripped the pbrase of all fresh- 
ness and beauty. They tell us that the life 
intended is life legal and life spiritual, and 
they make subtle and endless distinctions 
between jurtification and regeneration. 

While { do not call in question their teach- 
g8, I do sey that such abstractions give but 
faint conception of the concrete thing which 
the Scriptures call ‘‘lite’—‘‘everlasting life ”’ 


’ That lite is three-fold, answering to the 
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three-fold nature of man, as body, soul and 
spirit. It begins in the new birth. It is im- 
—_ by the risen Christ, through the Holy 

pirit. tis manifested in spiritual affections. 
it is consummated in the blessed resurrection 
and glorification of the whole man in the 
likeness of the Lord. 

Such is life, O, wondrous life! unmeasured 
</ rolling years, ever fresh and springing, a 
shining sea without a shore. 

It is offered a free gift and can come in no 
other way. 

God being essential love is essential life. 
The Son is love from love, and therefore life 
from life. 

Christ in His resurrection stall has become 
the second Adam—that is to say, the author 
of a new life, the Christ life, to all them that 
believe. He is our regeneration. By His 
spirit He renews .the heart. In the first 
Adam we are born in sin, in the second Adam 
we are born again in righteousness and with 
holiness. 

“He that hath not the Son hath not life.’ 
To be without Christ is to die forever. 

Alas! must I suggest that eternal life or eternal 
death is the inevitable destiny of any soul? We 
shall all exist forever. Life and death are set 
before you. Choose ye. Listen! He speaks, 
and speaks to you, “Come unto me. Him that 
cometh to me | will in no wise cast out.” See! 
He stretches forth His scarred hands. Come! 


Church of Our Father. 


Matt. 22:29, “Ye doerr, not knowing the 
Scripture,” was the text of Mr. Chaney’s 
morning discourse on the “Bible of Jesus.” 
It was the aim of the preacher to ascertain by 
a careful study of the quotations from the 
Old Testament, attributed to Jesus in the gos- 
pels, and by considering what Jesus said 
about the law and the prophets, what his view 
of the Scriptures of his day was. No ab- 
stract could do justice to the evidence 
thus brought together or show how strongly it 
established the preacher’s statement that there 
is no sign here of any belief in the infallible 
inspiration or absolute truth of the Hebrew 
Scriptures. On the contrary there is the 
express statement that Moses suffered many 
things because of his people’s hardness of 
heart and unfitness for anything better. There 
ig also a very elastic methed of interpretin 
and fulfilling prophecy ; smal! heed being paid 
to its original signification or its literal ac- 
complishment. Whatever our attitude 
towards the Old Testament should be, it is 
clear that the position of Jesus was wholly 
free from rabbinical adoration of its text or a 
corresponding Christian worship of its letter. 
What Jesus had and what he constantly shows 
is a reverent regard for the Hebrew Scriptures ; 
a line of thought running parallel with their 
most spirited’ ideas and fulfilling them; a 
form of expression largely influenced by their 
models; and @h insight into the eternal prin- 
ciples underlying all the es incidents 
of their history, which made the story of the 
past seem like a leaf from the diary of the 
present and his daily life a fresh rendering of 
that which was from the foundation of the 
world. 

The evening sermon was from Acts, 26:28 
on Agrippa’s words to Paul: ‘Almost thou 
persuadest me to be a Christian.” The appa- 
rent fulfillment of Messianie prophecies was 
what almost persuaded Agrippa to be a Chris- 
tian. But now-a-days something nearer to the 
faithand interest ofour times is needed for 
that object. The Jews might be converted by 
a proot of Jesus’ messiahship, Both the peo- 
ple who most need converting to Christianity 
to-day are not Jews but Christians. 


Whether we will or not, we all 
have certain inbred hopes and _ fears 
and desires «as to death, immortality, 


duty, God, retribution and future progress, 
which some form of religion alone can help. 
Shall it be Christianity! Can that in any of 
its forms do us this service ? 

Before answering these questions, Mr. Cha- 
ney proceeded to meet and remove some pre- 
liminary objections to Christianity, based upon 
the claims of infallibility and uniform inspira- 
tion in its sacred books, and the mistaken doc- 
trines thus derived from them. He also dis- 
cussed the hasty refusal of men of modern 
training to examine or trust books which were 
compromised with miraculous evidences. So 
long as Plutarch was read with instruction and 
profit, in spite of such admixture, and Herod- 
otus, though frankly telling all sorts of fancies, 
was accepted as the father of history, there 
Was no sense or justice to disqualifying the 
Bible as a vehicle ofrea! history on the ground 
of its miraculouselements. It was not true, 
that one must believe all that is in the Bible 
or nothing, on the contrary, once let the 
methods of separating truth from error, which 
are in use in the universal history have their 
way in the Bible, and it would give new power 
and interest to the Book, and new reality and 
permanence to its religion. 

The discourse closed with an earnest and 
convincing illustration of the sufficiency of 
the historic Jesus when separated from the 
dogmas, ceremonies, commentaries, govern- 
ments,j sects, books, saints, candles, clothes, 
cathedrals, bishops, priests, deacons, cate- 
chisms, standards, creeds and conferences of 
the church that has succeeded him—the suffi- 
ciency of Christ and his word, to take the 
weariness from life, the chill from death, con- 
demnation from judgment, fixity from the 
future state, whether it be one of woe or bliss, 
delay from reformation, and postponement to 
scme other world, from that heaven in progress 
for which the heart and soul of man cry out: 


Second Baptist Church, 

Dr. McDonald,though somewhat indisposed, 
preached an exceedingly clear and impressive 
sermon from the following text: “Even as God, 
for Christ’s sake, hath forgiven you.” Ephe- 
sians, fourth chapter, thirty-second verse. — 

The pastor, in introducing his subject, said: 

‘‘It is a characteristic of the gospel that its 
very highest teachings with regard to the na- 
ture of God, inspire the sweetest and loyeliest 
duties to our fellow-men. It is not, as a great 
many imagine and represent it to be, a system 
ef doctrine tar away in the clouds, removed 
from daily life, removed from its daily duties, 
removed from its daily cares.” 

The subject of thediscourse waa then an- 
nounced to be: 

“‘God’s Forgiveness for Sin Through Jesus 
Christ,”” which was treated very ably under 
the following divisions: | 

1. No being but God can forgive sin. 

This from the single consideration that all 
sin is a violation of his law, and no matter 
how a sin may affect others, it is im its last 
analysis a sin against God. 

2. God can forgive sin only through Jesus 
Christ. “God hath forgiven you for Christ's 
seke.” ‘The question is one,” said Dr. Mc- 
Donald, “‘to which I should like to invite the 
attention of thoughtful men.” All admit that 
they are sinners. How do they expect to be 
forgiven? ; 

(a.) Man’s conscience never points to the 
remedy, “She lifts her burning brand to the 
transgressor and points her spectral finger to 
the future as one of fear, but she knows no 
remedy.” 

(b.) Nature cannot answer the question, 
“Bhe tells how the mountains were formed, of 
the birth-place of the rivers and the springs 
ot the sea; she points exultantly to the geolog- 
ical flora and to the buried races of the ani- 
mal and vegetable world; she lifts her tele- 
scope and tells man of the wonders of the 
heavens; she tekes the microscope and shows 
him the world of being that there is in the 
oak leaf or the tempestuous ocean that rolls in 
a drop of water, but man turns away in de- 
spair.”” Nature’s silence proclaims an unflex- 
ible Jaw, but does not give the remedy which 
a sinner would 
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Christ takes the place of the sinner and bears 
hissins. There may be great mystery in this, 
but it is the only revelation, and it is God’s 
plan. Its mysteriousness should not deter the 
sinner from accepting it. 

_ 3. God forgives sins for only those who be- 
lieve in Christ. Forgiveness comes through 
faith—faith which trusts the soul to Christ and 
relies upon Him implicitly for salvation. 
“Whoever believeth in Him shall have remis- 
sion of sins.” 

4. Itisa full pardon, rdon for “every- 
thing. This is implied in Nhe tense: “Bvea 
— for Chriet’s sake forgave you,” A past 
ac _. 

3. Ged not only forgives but delights to for- 
give. God waits to be gracious. 

Dr. McDonald then concluded by drawing 
the following practical lesson: 

1. These truths should call forth a great 
deal of gratitude. 

2. They should make the recipient exceed- 
ingly humble. 

. If we have been forgiven we ought to be 
forgiving. 

4. Men who are forgiven should show their 
forgiveness to their neighbors, their patrons, 
their servants, their friends and their ene- 
mies. 

The sermon was eminently practical and 
glowed with many gems of sleclunalt one or 
two of which we have quotedabove. Atnight 
the church was used by the Young Men’s 
Christian asssciation.
